Relating to Coffee County, 
to amend Act 548, H, 1146, 
1976 Regular Session, which 
relates to voter reidentifica- 
tion, so as to allow voter 
reidentification on , election 
days, to prescribe said pro- 
cedure and to authorize the 
appointment of certain deputy 


registrars to perform such 
reidentification, 
BE IT ENACTED BY THE 


LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA 

Section 1, Sections § and 
7 of Act No, 548, H, 1146, 
1976 Regular Session, which 
relates to voter reidentifica- 
‘tion in Coffee County, are 
hereby amended to read as 
follows: 

‘Section 5, A qualified 
élector may reidentify himself 


in any one of the following 
ways; (a) He may reideptity 
himself by appearing in per- 
son at the office of the board 
of registrars. or the judge of 
probate of Coffee County and, 
afisweting such questions and 
submitting such proof as may 
reasonably be required by the 
board of registrars, the judge 
of probate or one of its or his 


duly authorized employees to 


establish his identity and place 
of legal residence and that he 
has not become disqualified 
from voting in such county, 
The judge of probate shall de- 
liver all completed question- 
naires to the chairman of the 
board of registrars once a 
month, (b) He may reidentity 
himself by filling in and mail- 
ing to the office of the board 
of registrars the completed 
answers to such questions as 
may reasonably be propounded 
and mailed to him in a writ- 


; ten questionnaire by the 


board of registrars, or on & 
form which board of registrars 


shall cause to be printed in 
all newspapers of general cir- 
culation published in the 
county, Such questionnaire may 
contain such questions as are 
reasonably necessary to es- 
tablish the identity of the per- 
son Signing such questionnaire, 
the place of his legal resi-

pearing in person at the office 
of the board of registrars, or 
at the office of the judge of 
probate, and answering such

member or deputy registrar on

1978 at the polling place he 
would have voted if registered, 
The board of registrars is 
hereby mandated to provide that 
each beat shall be given a list 
of all registered voters who 
were entitled to vote prior to 
the purging, Any purged 
elector whose name 1s on said 
voting list may become quali- 
fied to vote immediately upon 
submitting such proof, under 
oath, as the board may require 
to establish the voter’s iden- 
tity, place of legal residence, 
and the fact that the voter has 


not become disqualified from 
voting in the county, .A mem- 
ber of the Coffee County Board 
of Registrars shall be present 
otf qach election day at every 
polling place within the county 
to reidentify voters, The board 
of registrars may appoint re- 
turning officers at each polling 
place to be deputy registrars 
‘to reidentify voters on elect- 
fon days only.

not wise enough to catch on,

But the psalmist has con- 
fidence in God, This psalm 
is his prayer. He know that

the tasks of life, As the 
psalmist prays to God, he

Commission Discuss Janitorial Service 


The Coffee County Commis- 
sion met in regular session 
on Monday, April 24, at the 
courthouse annex in Enter- 
prise, with all members pre- 
sent, except one, Presentwere 
Probate Judge James L. 
Sawyer, Clerk Brunease Wins- 
ton and Commissioners Rex 
Boutwell, Gilmer Grant, Jack 
Hornsby, Max Reeves and Don 
Smith. Absent from the meet- 
ing was Commissioner Bennie 
Beckhan. 

The tneeting began at 10;00 
a.m, and the first order of 
business was to open bids for 
janitorial service at county 
buildings, Bids received came 
from: Doug Maddox (New Br- 
ockton complex) - $650a month; 
L. M. Burch (both courthouses 
and complex) - $20,040 a year; 
Solid Waste Ent, (both court- 
houses and complex) - $4124,55 
a month; South Services (both 
courthouses and complex) - - 
$23,600 a year; Karpet Kare 
(both courthouses and com- 
plex) - $30,300 a year; and 
Doug Pittman (both courthous- 
es and complex) - $19,089.99 
a year, 

Bids on concessions and 
maintenance of the Farm Cen- 
ter were: $10,400 (fee) a year 
from Doug Maddox for total 
responsibility’ of the build- 
ing; $1212 a year offered to 
the county for concession rights 
by Bernarr Bowden; $3500 (fee) 
year for concessions and
